REVISION OF SALARIES OF GAZETTED OFFICERS . 
ORDER No. R. Drs . 28631 /55 /FIN , DATED 

24TH MARCH 1955 . 
For some time past, Government have been feeling the 
necessity for a generalrevision of the existing scales of pay of 
Gazetted Officers in the State. In the address to the Legis 
lature by His Highness the Rajpramukh in January 1955, 
Government have also given an indication of their intention to 
revise the scales of pay ofGazetted Officers. 

Government have now carefully considered all the aspects 
of the question and they are pleased to issue the following 
orders : 

(i) The existing scales of pay of the various categories of 

Gazetted Officers will be revised as detailed in 
Schedule I appended . A consolidated list of the new 

scales of pay is shown in Schedule II. 
(ii) District and Sessions Judges. 

As shown in Schedule I, the posts of District and 
Sessions Judges will be placed in two scales of 
pay, viz. Rs. 800-50-1000 and Rs. 500-40-700-50-800 . 
There will be four posts on Rs. 800-1000 and the re 

maining posts will be on Rs. 500-800. 
( iii) Allowances attached to certain posts. 

Certain Heads of Departments and Offices now on a 
scale of pay of Rs. 450-750 are being given suitable 
additional allowances to compensate for the additional 
responsibility . The payment of these allowances will 
be stopped when the new scales of pay take effect. 
The question of counting these allowances in the case 
of the present incumbents for fixing initial pay in the 
revised scales will be considered when general orders 
regarding the procedure for fixation of pay in the . 

revised scales are issued (vide para iv below ) : 
( iv ) Fixation of pay in the new scales of pay and grant of 

weightage to persons with long service, 
Government consider that a moderate weightage by 
way of grant of advance increments should be allow 
ed to officers with long service and they order ac 
cordingly . Orders regarding the quantum of weight 
age and the procedure for the fixation of initial pay 

in the new scales ofpay will issue separately. 
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(v ) Dearness Allowance . 

Dearness allowance to officers will be paid according 
to the existing orders in G. P. No. 1815 /51/ Fin . (c) 
dated 12-7-1951, subject to the condition that in the 
case of the category of officers drawing a salary of 
Rs. 501 and above up to Rs. 1000 the total amount of 
the Salary and Dearness Allowance will be limited to 

Rs. 1000 . 
(vi) Travelling Allowance. 

Consequent on the introduction of the new scales of 
pay with highermaxima, it will be necessary to revise 
and modify the Rules regarding Travelling Allowance 
and classification of officers in the Service Regulations. 
Necessary action in this respect will be taken ex 

peditiously and orders issued . 
(vii) The question of revising the scales of pay of the 

Professors and the Lecturers in Government Colleges 
will be considered along with the revision of salaries 

of officers of the University in similar posts. 
2. The orders in Paragraph 1 will take effect from the 1st 
April 1955. 

3. Heads of Departments and other Controlling Officers will 
bring to the notice of Government cases, if any , of Gazetted 
posts under them which are not covered by these orders .

The Government in their Order L4-1758054 DD . 

dated 
15-9-1954 referred certain disputes between the above parties 
to the Industrial Tribunal, Ernakulam and the same was 
registered as Adjudication No. 45 1954. On the abolition 
of the above said Tribunal, the same dispute was again referred 
to the Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum as per Notification 
L7-8204 /54 DD . dated 4-10-1954. Summonses were issued and 
the Regional Secretary of South Indian Estate Staff Union as 
well as the management of Vellimalai Estate, Meenadam 
Pambady, Kottayam filed their statement on 22-11-1954 and 
3-12-1954 respectively. No witnesses were examined and docu 
ments filed . The issue to be decided is . 

Whether the dismissal of Sri C. K. Kelan by the Manage 
ment of Vellimalai Estate is justifiable ? If not to what relief 
is he entitled ? 

While the dispute was posted for evidence, Sri Kelan , 
whose dismissal is the subject matter of the dispute filed a 
petition on 2-11-1954 supported by his own affidavit. On the 
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very same day a petition was received by post_from one 
Kurian Kurian who was said to be the owner of the Estate. The 
Affidavit of Kelan was sworn to and signed by him in the 
presence of an Advocate on 31-10-1954 at Manganam , 
Kottayam . In the affidavit the worker Kelan has stated that 
he might be allowed to withdraw his claims against the owner 
of Vellimalai Estate and that there was no subsisting disputes 
between himself and management of the estate and that the 
Secretary of the South Indian Estate Staff Union would be 
incompetent to represent the worker in the adjudication . 
Since the worker was not present before the Tribunal on any 
of the days when the dispute was posted for evidence and dis 
posal I have issued notices both to the worker and the Union 
whether they had anything to say in favour or against the 
petition and affidavit . Even after accepting notices the worker 
did not say anything against the affidavit. Even though 
Mr. Bhanu, the Secretary of the Union has submitted that 
the affidavit was a false one, he could not substantiate his 
contention either by filing a counter-affidavit or examining the 
worker . I have adjourned the dispute for evidence and dis 
posal for two or three times giving the Union sufficient 
opportunity to substantiate the contention ; but he did not 
attempt to adduce 

any evidence. 
In the absence of evidence to the contrary I have to accept 
the affidavit duly and solemnly sworn to and signed in the 
presence of an Advocate on 31-10-1954 and hold that there is 
no dispute between the parties. If the worker on whose be 
half the union has taken up the case has no grievances, then . 
there is no necessity to pursue the matter further . In the 
face of the contention of the Union that the worker did not 
know anything about the affidavit I have allowed sufficient 
opportunity both to the Union as well as to the worker to 
disprove the affidavit. 

Hence I pass the award in terms specified above. This 
award comes into effect from the date of publication according 
to Section 17 of the Industrial Disputes Act.

Public MARKETS. 
1. Themarket shall be open to all persons without distinction 
of caste or creed . 

2. The market shall be open from sunrise to sunset on such 
days of the week as may be notified in the Gazette by the Director 
of Panchayats. 

3. The Panchayat may farm the market as a whole or in parts 
for a period not exceeding one year to the highest bidder subject to 
the following conditions - 

(a) The stalls shall be leased or let out byauction to the highest 
bidder for a period not exceeding one year as the Panchayatmay from 
time to time resolve upon, by the Executive Authority or any onc 
authorised by him in this behalf. 

(b) The Executive Authority or the officer authorised by him 
may also lease or let for trade sites or standings within the market 
premises by auction to the highest bidder. 

(c) Open spaces will be left for the sale of petty articles to 
the extent the ground would permit. 

(d) The rent or fee due shall be payable in advance for the 
wholeterm ,and when let on the monthly payment system one month s 
rent shall always be deposited in advance as earnest money and 
the rent for every month shall be paid in the Panchayat Office before 
the 15th of thatmonth , in defaultofwhich the license and the original 
deposit shall be liable to be forfeited and the stalls , sites or standings 
shall be resold, and the licensee shall be held responsible for any loss 
which may be sustained by the resale by public auction or by private

9. A tenant or occupier of a stall or holding shall on demand 
by the Executive Authority remove outside the market precincts or,
